The Territorial prison has been kept in the Boise county 
jail, located at Idaho City, and designated a “ Temporary Ter- 
ritorial Prison,” in an act to create a Territorial Prison Com- 
missioner, and to provide for the care and safe keeping of Ter- 
ritorial convicts (third session laws, section 2), at which place 
prisoners remaining in custody are still kept. < . 

The want of proper channels of labor for convicts at that' 


E 
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place has beén seriously felt since its occupation, as no mode 
of employment has been found conducive to the public interest 
to employ their minds and bodies, as contemplated in section 
T, in act above referred to. Hence, from this source, I have 
not thus been able to make the labor of the convicts in any 
way remunerative, or toin any [manner] apply toward the heavy 
expenses of the institution. The general health of the prison 
has been good, and the prisoners well fed and cared for by the 
‘efficient keeper, F. D. Dritten, and the most sanitary measures 
ádopted for their comfort that could be within the scope of the : 
rison. : 
B great inconvenience has been experienced during the 
occupation of the present temporary quarters, being the county 
jail of the most populous eounty in the Territory, and the 
most of the time numerously occupied by county prisoners. 
The want of employment for "Territorial conviets has made it 


. almost an impossibility to gdupt any fixed system of discipline, 


such as governs regulated prisons, the jail being composed of 
fourteen cells, seven on either side of a narrow passage way, 
cells small and crowded to overflowing with county and Ter- 
ritorial prisonera, Asa humane and sanitary measure, ¡hey 
have generally been permitted access during the Jay time to a 
small square of room containing a stove behind the grates, 
where they received. their food and what little exercise they 
eull vet. heing returned and locked in their cells at night. 
A want of proper prison facilities for keeping the number of 
prisoners in custody isthe direct cause of the numerous escapes 
that line ecenrred the past year, as shown in the foregoing 
shonas, bret autuentic ollicial information, I am satisfied 
That the prion keeper. or vnards on duty at the time, could 

Chase attietpatedd s e prevented: the late escapes, Natural 
sans s oen Te t s send the feast carelessness ar want of 
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as against the cash to apply, for which immediate relief in the 


way of revenue should be provided to meet that indebtedness. 

An act regulating the conduet, discipline and management 
of the Territorial Prison, enacted at the fifth session of the 
Idaho Legislature, and looking to the occupation of the new 
Prison, in course of construction by the. United States Govern- 
ment ‘at this place, has thus far been inoperative, not being 
certified to [the]. Commissioner as ready for use, as provided in 
section (1) of [thé] act referred to. This Prison being under 
your immediate observation, I do not feel called upon to make 
further suggestions. 

By referring to the foregoing statement of the condition of 
the Prison, its cost and inconvenience, you will doubtless in 
your wisdoin see the policy of occupying the new Prison at the 
earliest date practicable, and enact such laws and regulations 
governing the same as may come within your province and 
Judgment for the best interest of the Territory.
